Oil has reeently been struck in im- 
mense quantities in Bothweil, Ontario. 

D. H. McDonald has been elected 
member of the Northwest assembly for 
North Qu’Appelle in the place of Mr. 
Sutherland, resigned. 

A boy named Pomeroy has been at- 
tacked by small pox in Winnipeg. 
This is the third case contracted in the 
general hospital there. :

NORTHWEST TERRITORIES. 
Free Preee. 


Mr. Ross and Premier Hau!tain,. re- 
prescating the executive of the Terri- 
tories, have been in the city for two 
days, to lay before Hon. Mr. Sifton 
certain matters cf interest to all mem- 
i bers of the Northwest government. 
The principal subject was the memorie! 
brought down by the assembly for pre- 
sentation to the Dominion government. 
This memorial dealt with a number of 
changes desired by the assembly to the 
Northwest Territories act. First to 
have the right cf appointment by the 
governor-in-council of the executive 
council of the Territcries, srwilar, to 
the provinces, instead of by the lieuten- 
ant governor, as at present; 2, the con- 
trol of the finances; now the ussembly 
only has power to acvise lieutenant- 
governor on such matters; 3, the power 
to arrange departments as in the pro- 
vinces; 4, the power to dissolve the 
house and call it together; appointment 
of returning officers and other election 
officials, which is all done now by the 
lieutenant-governor. The memorial also 
asks for power to appoint the magis- 
;racy, coroners, shreriffs, clerks of 
county courts, ete.; and to deal with 
registry ottices of the Territories, under 
Real Property act. These were the 
principal clauses in the memorial. 
There were a numoder of details of little 
interest. The auestion of an increase 
in the subsidy wes alse brought to the 
attention of the minister. At present 
the amount received is $242,000. Half 
of this is spent on the school system 
alone. The increase asked for is at 
least $350,000. “The grounds on 
which the increase is asked are the 
growing services that have to be provid- 
ed for; and we think,” said Mr. Ross, 
“it is their duty to come to our aid. 
Our territory is large and increasing in 
population, and our income is entirely 
inadequate.” :

A GOOD START. 


On a report dated 16th November last, 
from the acting minister of the interior, 


Father Giroux, of St. Jouchim de la Bro- 
querie, Man., and ferty-four of his parisk- 
ioners, bas been received at the department 
of interior, asking that eve: numbered 
sections in township 6, range 7, and in 
tewnships 6 and 7, range 8, all east of firet 
Dominion lands meridian, be thrown open 
to homestead entry. The minister further 
states that it is represented th: t the settlers 
in this locality have experienced great 
difficulty in road making on account of 
uneven-numbered sections not being occupi- 
ed, and ov account of the exceptional 
nature of the country. The minister there- 
fore recommends that uneven-numbered 
sections ia the said townships in so far as 
the same may be vacant and available and 
not included within the limits of any timber 
berth, be opened to homestead entry.

GENERAL NEWS. 

The Macleod Gazette, while edi- 
torially objecting to the priuciple o/ the 
remova! of public officials on a change 
of gov't. rather fevors an exception in 
the case of deputy minister of interior 
Burgess, The Gazette says: “As a 
matter of fact, it has been asserted 
that, since the time of Mr. Thomas 
White, Mr. Burgess has. been the real 
and autocratic head of the department, 
and has practically dictated the policy 
of that Dept. to the minister for the 
time being. We believe that Mr, Bur- 
gess is a very valuable executive officer 
if kept in his place, and if this small 
| detail can be insisted upon, w2 should 
be sorry to see him displaced, and think 
it would be a pity todo so. Probably 
Mr. Sifton is of the same opinion. He 
may have decided that he will be the 
real as well as the nominal head of his 
Dept. and thinks it rather a difficult 
position to occupy under existing cir- 
cumstances.” 
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Winnipeg Commercial: Eyen after allow- 
ing for the difference in the measure, the 
United States gallon being one-fifth emaller 
than ours, the price of eval oil at Pembina, 
just south of the bounda’-y, in Dakata, is not 
far from one half the price charged in Wiv- 
nipeg. Canada is paying an enormous tax 
to keep up our oil industry, and it is a tax 
which weighs exceedingly heavy on the 
West. Last year it is said we imported 
about 6,500,000 gallons of oil trom the 
United States, valued at $i14,000, on which 
the duty was $397,000 or over °& per cent. 
The consumption of Canadian oil ameunted 
to 11,000,000 gallons, and this no doubt 
cost consumers an increased price in propor- 
tion to the duty. Asan exchange remarks, 
it would et this rate pay the government to 
buy up the vested interests in our oil terri- 
tory and set fire to the wells, 


One of the first things that Mr. Sifton 
should do when he reaches Ottawa is to 
bring the question of defective quarantine 
before his colleagues, aud endeavor to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such experiences as w? 
have lately witnessed in our city. 
Through the carelessness or incompetence 
of the quarantine authorities in the east we 
have had small pox and scariet fever thrast 
upon us. As the third case of small pox 
has already broken out it is hard to tell 
where it will end, and if scarlet fever 
spreads, as there is every likelihood of it 
doing, we will have st reason #0 com- 
plain bitterly.— Winnipeg une,
